Dr.-A. P. DaSilva 
Taken By Death 


Resided in Bassano Since 1920—Died 
Early Monday From Rare Illness 


Dr. Adgustin Peter DaSilva died 
at the Bassano Hospital Monday 
morning about 6:30 o'clock after an 
fllhess Of more than two years dura- 
tion. He was 60 years old. 

Doctors D. 8. MeNabb and B. P. 
Scarlett, of Calgary, assisted Dr, A. 
G. Scott In performing an autopsy on 
the body Monday evening. They 
found aortle aneurysm (a condition 
affecting a blood vessel) to be ‘the 
cause of death. The condition is sald 
by doctors to be very rare in the 
West. 

Born in British Guiana, Dr. Da- 
Silva came to Canada in 1912. In 19- 
19 he was graduated from McGill 
University, and came to Alberta the 
same year. He practised medicine 
in Wayre, near Drumheller, a short 
time before coming to Bassano In 1920 

He Was a great lover of animals 
and a keen hunter. Every fall he 
was in the vanguard of sportsmen 
[tay took to the fields on the opening 


day of the shooting season, and he 
always brought in a good bag of 
ducks, partridge, or geese. For two 
years he was president of the Bassano 
Fish and Game Protective Associa- 
tion, and was deeply interested in the 
preservation of game in this district. 

Last September he visited the Mayo 
Cliric in Rochester, Minn. His con- 
dition continued to get worse, and a 
few weeks ago he 
the Bassano Hospital, where he final- 
ly succumbed. 
| Funeral services were held in the 
Roman Catholic Church at 9 a.m, 
\ Wedresday, May 16, and the remaing 
were interred in the Bassano Ceme- 
tery. Many friends attended the 
funeral 

Deceased is survived by his wife, 
his daughter Agnes, his mother ard 
other relatives in British Guiana, a 
brother in Parts, France, and a bro- 
ther in Trinidad.

opper War Opens 
Early This Morning 


First Skirmish Takes Place at Make- 
peace—Hoppers Numerous Every 


where—Polsoning Will be General 
Soon : 


War on the grasshoppers opened 
at daylight this morning with BE. Ww. 
Campbell, Makepeace farmer, first 
to spread poison bait. Mr. Campbell 
discovered a serious infestation of 
grasshoppers in one of his wheat 
fields yesterday afternoon and sent 
a hurry-up call for supplies to the 
Bassano poison bait mixing station. 

It was the first call for poison re- 
ceived by J. Hood, local Wheat Pool 
elevator agent. Other farmers re- 
bort swarms of grasshoppers in or 
near their flelds, It is expected pol- 
soning will be general in a few days. 

New Type of Hopper 

Hugh McPhail, of the Alberta De- 
partment of Agriculture, was in Bas- 
sano this morning, supervising the 
operation of poison bait mixing sta- 
tions in this district. 

Mr. McPhail suggests that farmers 
polson several times, as one poison- 
ing is not sufficient to kill all the 
hoppers, It requires two or three 
days, said Mr. MePhail, for the pot- 
sor to take effect. 

The grasshopper which threatens 
the crops this year differs somewhat 
from those of the 1923 plague, he 
sald. In stubbled-in crops they will 
be found all thru the grain, but are 
not s0 numerous in crops sown on 
summerfallow. If poisoned while 
quite young they can be prevented 
from spreading all through the crop, 
80 he advises poisoning early. 

Polsoning should be done early in 
the morning of a warm day, when 
the hoppers start to feed, sald the 
grasshopper expert On a cool day 


) the insects do not feed and poisoning 


is useless. 


When a field of grain exists next 
to one known to be infested by 
young hoppers it will often be an ad- 
vantage to plough a strip between 
the two to act as a barrier. This 
will retard the advance of the insects 
for several days, and if a deep, wide 
furrow is ploughed on the side from 
which the insects are advancing, this 
will temporarily entrap them and 
providg a convenient situation for 
killing them with poisoned bait 

Arother method that can be re- 
commended {is to plough infested 
fields from the outside and thus 
gradually force the hoppers to the 
center, or to central strips. Then, 
when the remaining unploughed ar- 
eas are about 20 feet wide, poisoned 
bait should be scattered over them.
